in Its opposition to the Republican party 
and its leaders in this county and State 
that its sudden change of colicy has 
occasioned consideable comment, which is 
to the effect that the Intelligencer did not 
find its former theories correct or profita- 
ble. Its desertion of what has been known as 
the insurgent element in the party leaves 
that faction without representation at the 
county seat in spite of tne fact that some 
of them have money in the paper, but Re- 
publicans are glad that the Intelligencer 
has seen the error of its ways and will now 
support its party. 


Since the great "boss-ridden" Republi- 


can convention nominated its "slated" 
ticket, 
many 
Republicans have been 


anxious to know how it suits the party. 
Here at the county seat, at least, it is re- 
garded as a strong ticket. It is believed 
that the fuse made over matters of minor 
importance was out of all proportion te 
the real issues. Republicans concede that 
the nominees are citizens of the highest 
standing, men who can be fully trusted as 
legislators or-county officials, and they see 
no reason to desert them on account of 
the 
political 
quarrels of individuals. 


They also know that when the 3000 repre- 
sentatives of their party assembled her* 
it was not for the purpose of depriving 
any Republican of his rights, but to nomi- 
nate the men of their choice, a right 
every Republican is privileged to exer- 
cise. Therefore, as time passes, the talk 
of packed conventions and slated tickets 
grows less while comment favorable to the 
nominees increases.

are named things seem to be running 
along in the usual way. Several Republic- 
ans here are convinced that an effort will 
be made by the Rice or Edwards factions 
to effect fusion with the Democrats but 
the latter do not appear to be much con- 
cerned over the suggestion 
Some of 


them say a project of that character 
might be entertained if they are offered 
big odds with other conditions favorable, 
but in Doylestown, at least, Democrats 
are not enthusiastic in the matter.

nomination to the lower end

While 
dealers in other towns are getting from 
ninn to twelve dollars per ton for coal, it 
Is still sold here, at this date, for seven 
dollars. Mr Leedum says he could have 
gotten nine dollars for all the stock ho 
had a month ago by loading it on the cars 
and shipping it to a wholesale dealer, but 
he preferred to divide it among his custo- 
mers in small quantities at the low price 
Should the operators resume mining soon

the Senate in favqr of the Grout bill se- 
cured its passage throngo- that body, and 
the best known anti-oleo law is now 
among the Federal statutes 
We quote 


part of one of his speeches because of the 
information it contains 


"Products of the dairy and those of the 


poultry yard are the only two sources from 
which the fanner is able to realize cash 
quickly. Butter, milk, poultry and eggs 
can be sold daily if desired in the mar- 
kets. Crops on the other hand, require 
much time before they can be marketed. 


"The history of all nations shows that 


as the agricultural people prosper so pros- 
pers the nation. Mo nation, however rich 
and powerful, can afford to neglect the 
tillers of the soil. 
Owing to our nation's 


rapid progress in science and industrial 
development condi tlons are constantly 
changing. The farmers of today have Jo 
meet many contingencies undreamed of 
by their fore-fathers. The vast network of 
railways brings them into direct compe- 
tion with distant lands. New inventions 
lessen the demands for many things and 
change the current of trade. To proUct 
the people against the violent changes, 
which would prove disastrous to onr in- 
dustries should be the object of our gov- 
ernment. 
Mot only the mechanic, the 


merchant and the manufacturer, but the 
farmer should be protected. But how can 
this be done? The manufacturer can be 
protected by tariffs against disastrous 
competition of foreign pauper labor; tba 
merchant by laws prohibiting discrimina- 
tion in freight rates, giving to each an 
equal chance in the markets of trade and 
commerce, but these remedies affect the 
farmer only in a remote degree. But the 
farmer can be protected in his right to 
sell the products of the soil as such. 


"We do not deny the right of any one to 


manufacture or sell healthful food pro- 
ducts as such, but stringent laws should 
be enacted and the enforcement thereof 
placed in the representatives of the farm- 
ers themselves against all food adultera- 
tions. 
Perhaps the most conspicions 


article in food adulteration, certainly the 
one of the most interest to the farmers of 
Pennsylvania, 
is oleomargarine. 
The 


Commissioner of Internal Revenue reports 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1899, 
that there were in round numbers, 91, - 
000,000 pounds of oleo manufactured in 
the United States, of which eleven and 
one-half 
million pounds were sold In 


Pennsylvania., In the manufacture of 
this Immense amount only 1.7 per cent, of 
the material used was butter. 


The rest was composed of different 


materials—principally animal fat and cot- 
tonseed oil—colored and sold as butter. 


"Against this imposition the honest far- 


mer and dairyman should be protected, 
not only by suitable laws but by the 
appointment of suitable officials who will 
without fear t>r favor enforce existing 
laws.—Ex.

A special dispatch to the New York 


Tribune, dated Baltimore, September S, 
will be of interest to Bristolians for the 
reason that ono of the medical students 
mentioned, Oharles Duval, is, in reality, a 
resident of Bristol, making his home here 
witn Joseph Boston. Mr. Duval is a med- 
ical student at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania and for a considerable time has 
been working upon tbe germ theory men- 
tioned in the following article taken from 
tho Tribune: 


Victor H. Bassett, of Alodo, 111., and 


Dharles Duval, of Annapolis, Md., the 
[ormer a student in Johns HopkineUniver 
sity and thu latter in the University of 
Pennsylvania, have discovered the germ 
to find which John D. Rockefeller, after 
the death of his grandson, "Jack" Mc- 
Cormick, gave $200,000 to found an Insti- 
tute of medical research.

here, where four hundred children have 
been treati d this summer for intestinal 
disorders, Duval and Bassett last week 
positively filed on the germ that produces 
children's "summer complaints." 


The organism found is the some thai 


causes acute dysentery In adults, and it is 
believed that a practical method can here- 
after be employed for preventing these di- 
seases. Dr. William H. Welch, the we! 
known Johns Hopkins pathologist, and the 
president of tbe directors of tbe Rockefel- 
ler Institute, said that he considered the 
discovery a most important one, and that 
he thought practical beneficial results 
would follow. 
Dr. Welch Is never Impul 


slve In expressing an opinion on medica 
subjects. The fact that he Is well pleasec 
with the investigation of the two students 
is taken as an indication that much im 
portance should be attached to the dis- 
covery.

LETTERS TO THE EDITOR. 


Our School*. 


Editor Gazette: — The *chool term began 


auspiciously on ibe first day ot September. 
The Superintendent and teachers hare re- 
turned to their several posts with renewed 
health and vigor, cheerily welcoming their 
duties. The pupils, with bright morning 
faces, started merrily in as though school 
days were day* ot joy, to be greeted with 
happy hearts. Their nnmber was six hun- 
dred and eighty-eight, just one less than 
when the schools closed in June. 
The 


number will increase as the day • go by, and 
the Superintendent and teachers, working 
harmoniously together, will have many 
opportunities to cudgel their brains, as 
well as vox their souls, with things that 
otten bring to the face "prints of worry- 
ing cares." According to Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, 
"Uneasy lie the heads of all that rule, 
His worst of all whose kingdom is a 


sonopl." 


Likewise, sometimes, uneasy lie the 


heads of the directors, who, try as they 
will, cannot always, steer clear of break- 
ers, or so conduct themselves or their work 
as to win words of praise, escape the voice 
ot criticism, or be deaf to the notes ot re- 
freshing censure. Bat it is not my purpose 
to discuss the directors, or to speak of 
their faults, failings, foibles, or preplexl- 
tiea. As they are human they have not 
all quite reached the lofty state of perfec- 
tion, but are mostly subject, like other 
people, to the amiaole weaknesses of hu- 
man nature, to which charitable persons 
are sometimes disposed to be a little 
blind. "Nobody but has his fault," said 
the wise Shakespeare. 


It may not be amiss to say something 


concerning the status of tb» teachers. Their 
number is twenty-one. Six of them are 
graduates of Normal Schools, having full 
diplomas, which, are valid in every part of 
the state, exempting the holders from fur- 
ther examination. Thirteen have profes- 
sional certificates Issued fo( three years. 
Two have provisional certificates, given 
for one year. These certificates are issued 
by the Superintendent under legal condi- 
tions. Eight of our teachers are either na- 
tives or residents of Bristol. Eight of the 
remainder are from Bucks county. Three 
came from other counties in Pennsylva- 
nia, 
and the remaining two are from 


neighboring states. Five of the twenty- 
one are graduates of the Bristol High 
School ; and one among the number after- 
wards attended the West Chester Normal 
school, where she was graduated. 
She is 


one of the six who have normal school 
diplomas. 


It has been the unitorm policy of the 


directors to elect capable teachers, and 
especially those whose standing is fortified 
by successful experience. In this aim 
they have generally succeeded; and it 
would be difficult for any one to discover 
a tangible basis for taking exception to 
our corps of teachers. 


The latest effort of the board to elect a 


teacher to fill a vacancy was attended by 
the novelty of a "deadlock," which was 
only temporary, and mainly due to the 
absence of some of the directors. The can- 
didate that was finally chosen, a graduate 
of our High school, a citizen of our town, 
has bad ten years' continuous experience 
as a teacher in a neighboring state; and 
the testimonials that she presented to the 
board attesting her qualifications and suc- 
cess as a teacher were entirely satisfac- 
tory. Her election, I may properly add, 
was a victory for the seven members who 
voted for her, and who voted of their 
own free will and accord, without being 
asked to do so by any director whatever, 
and without resorting to any obscure 
method to prosper their design.

PROPOSED TO THE CITIZENS OP 
THIS COMMONWEALTH FOB THKIR AP- 
PKOVAL OB REJECTION BY THB OEN- 
EKAL ASSEMBLY OF THE 
COMMON- 
WEALTH OF PENNSYLVANIA, PUB- 
LISHED BY OHDEH OF THE SECRETARY 
OF THB COMMONWEALTH, iN PURSU- 
ANCE OF ARTICLE XVIII OF THB CON- 
STITUTION. 


A JOINT RESOLUTION 
Proposing im amendment to section ten of arti- 
cle oneof the Constitution, so that a discharge 
of a jury for failure to agree or other necessary 
cause shall not work an acquittal. 
Section I. Be It resolved by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania in General Assembly met, 
That the following be proposed as an amendment 
to the Constitution-, thktls to 8»jr, that section 
ten of article one, which reads as follows: 
"No person shall, tor any Indictable offense, 
be proeeedisd against criminally bjr Information, 
except In oases arising In the land or naviu 
forces, or In tlie mllltla, when In actual serriee. 
In time of war or public danger, or hy leave of 
th* court fur oppression or misdemeanor In of- 
fice.
